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TEZ POLICY OF THE ARMY MEDICAL LIBRARY 
IN RESPECT TO 
MICROFILMING RESEARCH MATERIAL 


The microfilm work of the Army Medical Library is set up to pro- 
vide three much needed services: (1) the sending of material of a 
medical character to members of the Arned Forces in the war theaters; 
(2) the furnishing of medical research material to our allies to re- 
Place that destroyed by enemy action; (3) the giving aid to those en- 
gaged in scientific research. 

The policy adopted by the Army Medical Library in microfilming 
this materiel has been based on the assumption that current research 
materiel is of utmost value to medical men in the Armed Services. It 
is impossible in many areas due to the difficulties of transporta- 
tion to supply the original article, ami microfilm, which can be 
sent easily by air mail because of its small size, has been substi- 
tuted. 

The work of microfilming falls into three categories: 

(1) The microfilming of single articles trom journals or publica- 
tions. These are made and distributed in this country and abroad as 
requested. This is done as a reguler library service to save the 
wear and tear of sending the original material through the mails. 
When suc) microfilms are made they show the name of the author and 
the publication in which the article appears so that full credit is 
given to the publisher and to the author. 

(2) The microfilming of complete medical journals. These are now 
sent regularly to many installations of the Armed Services in the 
various theaters of operation. This is the only regular means of 
getting this information to these medical men on the front lines 
since difficulties of transportation have made it impossible to send
